ATTITUDE OF DUBLIN 
NEWSPAPERS 


In connection with the movenient for the 
imposition of a tariff on prnting-blocas, a 
deputation from the Dublin daily newspapers 
interviewed the Council of the Federation of 
Saorstat Industries, and placed before it 
various reasons why they considered that 
such a tariff would not be in the best 
interests of Irish industry at the present 
time. 

lt was pointed out that the newspapers 
industry was a very big one, giving employ- 
ment to many thousands, and that anything 
which interfered with the smooth working of 
a daily newspaper would have a bad effect on 
the industry. In comparison the block- 
making industry was a small one, and it was 
doubtful whether the imposition of a tarnff 
would create any volume of additional em- 
ployment. 

The Council assured the deputation that 
when the matter was being finally decided 
upon the views of the newspapers would 
receive every consideration. 

The Council had again before it the con- 
tinued penetration of Irish industry by 
external firms, and the case of Saorstat iron- 
founders was further examined. A detailed 
statement of the facts was prepared with a 
view to its early presentation to the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. 

In regard to certain phases of the penetra- 
tion in the cosmetic industey,, it was decided 
to take appropriate action. 


CORK STRIKE THREAT 


CONFERENCE ADJOURNS

SOVIET INVITATION 
TO DUBLIN

NOT ACCEPTED BY TRADE 
COUNCIL 

An invitation to the Sovie. Union ‘next 
May led to a lengthy discussion at the 
annual meeting of the Dublin Trade 
Union Council last night. 

Some delegates suggested that the in 
vitation, should be accepted and that a 
deputation should be appointed to bring 
back an unbiased. report on conditions in 
Russia. Others opposed this suggestion 
on the grounds that an independent report 
could not be compiled. during a three 
weeks’ tour. Others opposed association 
with Russia on religious grounds. 

Senator Thomas Foran moved next busi- 
ness, on the grounds that a vote on the 
issue would cause a sharp division in the 
Council, and would affect trade union 
unity. This motion was put and carried. 


HOUSEKEEPER’S WILL 


APPEAL ALLOWED 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


An “te from an order of the late Circuit 
Judge Devitt regarding a will of 4th April, 
1935, of Miss Kate Coogan, who had been 
housekeeper for the Very Rev. Father Rooney, 
P.P., Longwood, was heard. The plaintiffs 
were the Rev. Patrick Mulvanny, C.C., 
Navan, and the Rev. John Hackett, C.C., 
Moynalty, and the defendant was Anuie 
Coogan, Mullingar. The plaintiffs were the 
executors of the will, which they sought to 
establish, and the defendant, who was one 
of the next-of-kin of the testatrix, entered a 
caveat against it. She also counter-claimed 
a declaration that the testatrix died in- 
testate. The Circuit Judge decreed in favour 
of the will, and the defendant appealed from 
this decision. It appeared that the will of 
the 4th April, 1935, was made i: Navan, 
and that there was a subsequent will, made 
in the residence of Father Rooney in Long- 
wood in June, 1953. 

Mr. T. P. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. Hogan 
(instructed by Mr. J. D. Ross), appeared 
for the appellant; and Mr. McGuckin, K.C., 
and Mr. Callan (instructed by Mr. D. J. 
Reilly), for the respondents. 

Miss Byrne and Miss Keegan, who had 
been in Father Rooney's employment, gave 
evidence that in June, 1933, they had been 
invited by Father Rooney to go up to Miss 
Coogan, who, they said they had been told, 
wanted to make her wii]. They did so, and 
signed the will after Miss Coogan had done 
so 

Miss MacDermot, who also had been in 
Father Roonevy's employment, said that after 
the making of the will Miss Coogan told 
her she was not satisfied with the will and 
witness so informed Father Rooney. When 

oing through some documents some time 
ba. in the waste-paper basket used by 
Father Rooney she came across portions cf 
the torn will, Miss Coogan told her that 
Father Rooney had torn up the will, and 
that she was glad that it was done. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the Court 
would declare that the will of the 4th April, 
1933, was revoked by the will of June, 1933, 
and that this will was subsequently destroved 
with the intention of revoking it. They 
would allow the defendant liberty to take 
out a grant of administration, as in the case 
of intestacy, and allow both parties their 
costs, both below and of the appeal. They

FLOODED STREETS 
IN CORK 


GENERAL POST OFFICE 
ISOLATED 


Unusually high tides this week, coupled 
with an easterly: wind, which adds to the 
volume of water, has been causing a cer- 
tain amount of flooding at high tide in 
Cork since Sunday. A climax was reached 
yesterday evening when fairly extensive 
flooding completely blocked pédestrian 
trafic in the centre of the city for over 
an hour.

HE MINISTER FOR DEFENCE (Mr. 
T Aiken) moved a vote for £1,529,987 in 

the Dail yesterday to defray the 
expenses of the Department of Defence for 
the year 1936-7. Speaking in Irish, he said 
that the ‘totals of the various military 
establishments for which provision had been 
made were:—Regular Army, 5,931 (all ranks 
and services); Reserve, 5,893, and Volunteer 
Force, 18,500. The Regular Army was 
limited, both in its numbers and materia! 
resources, because of the simple, but over- 
riding, factor of cost; but within those 
quantitative limitations it was the Govern- 
mentt’s policy to secure the best quality they 
could afford, both in men and equipment. 
There was a high physical standard for 
recruitments, and the very low rates of 
mortality and disease showed conclusively 
that they had at their disposal the best 
uality of the country’s youth obtainable. 
t would be folly, however, to pretend that 
the Army was not deficient in up-to-date 
equipment, mechanisation, transport, and 
reserves of every kind of war material. 

In the estimates the Government was 
taking the first steps towards remedying 
those defects. It was completing the equip- 
ment of all battalions with heavy machine- 
guns, and they were beginning to equip 
them with light machine-guns of a pattern 
which, after prolonged experiments, were 
deemed to be the most efficient. of their type 
in modern armament. The present. fight- 
ing vehicles were being rebuilt with 
modern engines and armament, “worn. 
out ambulances were being replaced, 
modern motor vans were being provided for 
the conveyance of na@bile wireless sets, the 
wireless equipment of aircraft was being re- 
newed, and an efficient minimum reserve of 
ammunition was being built up. 


THE ARTILLERY 

The deficiency in relation to artillery was 
more of quantity than of quality. For many 
years past, for instance, it had been agreed 
that the Army should have two brigades of 
artillery, each consisting of three batteries 
of 18-pounders and one of 4.5 Howitzer guns. 
The present estimate provided the guns 
necessary for the completion of the second 
brigade of artillery, and accelerated the 
process of building up an adequate reserve 
stock of heavy ammunition. The problem 
of the equipment oí the Air Corps was most 
complex, owing to the rapid and almost 
ceaseless technical development in. t' > con- 
structive, as well as the destructive, power 
of modern aircraft. As a small nation they 
could not afford to keep pace with that 
extraordinary development, but at the same 
time they could not afford to neglect it in 
planning the defence of the country. While 
the present machines were not obsolete, they 
were designed only for training or for rela- 
tively short-distance flights. A step forward 
was being taken this year by providing for 
two long-distance twin-engined machines. 
While they possessed also some modern anti- 
aircraft guns, there was not adequate equip- 
ment in this respect. It was intended, there- 
fore, to provide the guns with mobile search- 
light units, so as to make them effective by 
might as well as by day. 

The strength of the Regular Army was 
being kept as low as was 
to the peace-time functions which it had 
to perform. In a state of emergency 
it would have to fall back on its own reserve, 
which was organised in five battalions, 
covering a total establishment of 5,893 (all 
ranks), made up of 243 officers, 4,900 Class 
‘““A" Reserve and 750 Class 'B”' reserve. 
If this country was ever called upon to resist 
aggression its real reserve would be the 
Volunteer Force, which served as a trainin 
ground for the use of the nation, and which 
should on that account be encouraged in 
every possible way. Provision was made for 
the establishment of the Volunteer Force, 
totalling 18,500, of which 5,000 were first- 
line, and 1,500 second-line Volunteers were to 
be recruited during 1936-37. 

After referring to the work of the Army 
during the tramway and ‘bus strike he said 
that the Army transport service had carried 
2,189,655 passengers, and had covered a dis- 
tance of 148,657 miles without a single 
accident. 

The Army jumping team had had a 
wonderful record at shows. 


MINISTER’S USE OF IRISH 


Mr. DILLON (U.1I., Donegal) said that 
he found it hard to believe that any adequate 
case could be made for an increase in the 
Army estimates of £71,475. The House was 
asked to supply £16,683 for the purchase of 
warlike stores, but at the same time they 
were told by other Ministers that the desir- 
able amenities must be foregone because they 
were not prepared to ask the Treasury for 
further money. It was perfectly astonishing 
that they should be asked for a sum of 
£110,261 for ammunition, apart from the 
other warlike stores. What was all that 
ammunition needed for? His recollection 
from experience on the Committee of Public 
Accounts was that such material was sr 
into stores, and so deteriorated that it had 
to be scrap and was a dead loss. He 
would also Jike to ask the Minister where it 
was pro to purchase the arms and am- 
munition, or was it pro to build a 
munition factory here. He had no doubt that 
some patriots. would go down the countr 
telling the people that we had now enoug 
ammunition to blow the blighted Saxon out 
of existence, while all the time the arms and 
ammunition would have been purchased in 
hiswlnetaeh.o 
Te pearl that the Minister, in a desire 
to make a gestare towards the Irish language, 
mh Ei what appeared to be a heavy 
burden on him by reading his speech in Irish, 
with the result that his introductory state. 
ment on this estimate contained no informa- 
tion at all. He (Mr. Dillon) was in favour af 
every gesture that could be mad? reasonably,

statement that on the whole the Minister was 
not dissatisfied with the Volunteer Force, and 
the Minister was not of the opinion that the 
ultimate safety of our territory depends on 
the Volunteer Force, which was going to 
become the mainstay of national defence. It 
was nonsense to say that the armed force at 
the disposal of our Government and the 
equipment they had would have any chance 
against a Earopean Power. That remark did 
not mean that the Army was not a very 
valuable asset and something that they should 
not be proud of. An army was necessary, 
so that the Government would have a weapon 
with which to assert its authority, and so that 
should the occasion to mobilise the country ever 
arise there would be at hand a qualified 
nucleus to train the mobilised forces. 


THE VOLUNTEERS 


He found it hard to discover from the 
estimates what the Volunteer Force was cost- 
ing. A sum of £38,000 was all he could find, 
but he thought there should be somethin z 
more than that. As to the merits of a 
Volunteer Force, he thought that if it could 
be looked upon as a physical training course 
completely disassociated from militaristic 
activities it would be a very useful body. 

He joined in congratulating the Regular 
Army on their performance at the Military 
Tattoo and on their equestrian successes. 
They had succeeded in establishing in this 
country a military spirit founded, not on 
any aggressive or bellicose foundation, but 
on the sound eonstitutional theory that the 
Army was the service of the people and 
accepted their orders through the elected 
Government. 


MR, COSGRAVE’S QUESTIONS 
Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I., Cork City) asked 


on what advice was the Volunteer Force 
established, The returns showed a very 
large increase in the cost of the Army during 
the last few years, and they were entitled 
to know whether or not the Army machire 
had improved. The only indication of policy 
so far as the Minister’s statement was con- 
cerned was in the purchase of more 
munitions. How long was the life of such 
munitions likely to be? It had been 
rumoured throughout the country that men 
who had Army. service here had left the 
Army and had joined the British Army, 
where they were welcome. If that was so, 
the State had been at the expense of pro- 
viding well-made material for other armies. 
He thought that the Minister ought to give 
the House some information on the subject. 

The question arose if it was desirable to 
get rid of these men to make way for others, 
or was there going to be such a thing here 
as the professional soldier? On Easter 
Sunday there had been a parade in the rain 
of soldiers through the streets of Dublin. 
Did the Minister think fit, as a result of 
that experience, to provide waterproof capes, 
as worn on the Continent? 

CIVIL SERVICE IRISH 

Sir O. GRATTAN ESMONDE (U.L., 
Wexford) said that the Minister's statement 
was long-drawn-out, ungrammatical Civil 
Service Irish. The statement, he thought, 
was for the purpose of mystifying nfanbers 
of the House as to Government policy in 
regard to national defence. The defence 
forces were quite incapable of preventing the 
country from being used as a base of opera- 
tions either against Great Britain or any 
other country in time of war. The pledge 
given. by the President to England was not 
worth considering, and no attention was paid 
to it by the British Government. 

In regard to the Army, he said that there 
had been a regrettable falling off im smart- 
ness as compared with previous years, and he 
could not compliment then at the moment on 
their smartness. If the people of the country

A PROTEST 


Mr. FIONAN LYNCH (U.I., Kerrv). for 
General McEoin (UI.

At the rate applications were 
being dealt with under the Act it would 
take 50 years before some of them were 
considered.

He regretted that the Minister did not 
see to it that the Act was administered more 
generously. It might seem strange that he 
(Mr. Lynch) should stand up as the cham- 
ion of persons whom he had fought against, 
but he maintained that persons should get 
fair play vis-a-vis those who had _ fonght 
for the State at the time. He thought there 
should not be civil servants on the Board; 
for, with all respect to them, it had to be 
admitted that they were cheese-paring. 

Mr. AIKEN. concluding, said that there 
was at least one thing mentioned by Deputy 
Lynch with which each pensioner would 
agree, and that was that the pensions should 
have been granted on a higher scale.

A Strange Bible 


A friend showed me the other day the 
strangest Bible Í have ever seen. It Wasa 
large volume—larger than any Family 
Bible I have seen. My amazement was 
greater when he told me that this Jarge 
volume was really only one-fifth of the 
coipl-te Bible, as it was published in five 
similar volumes. On inquiring the reason 
for its largeness, 1 found out that it was 
the famous Polyglott Bible, printed in 
1656. It is of the familiar parallel type-— 
only in this case there are six paralle! 
languages. They are Latin, Greek, Syriac, 
Aramaic, Arabic and Hebrew. The Bible 
was published by subscription, which was 
the usual method in bringing out publica- 
tious up to the nineteenth century. One 
very interesting featare is that it was 
orizutally dedicated to Charles L, but for

“ Waxy s Dargle 


A friend of mine has recently given me 
some information for which I asked in this 
column nearly a year ago. It concerns the 
origin and explanation of ‘the. name, 
‘“Waxy’s Dargle,’’ by which the Sandy- 
mount district was popularly known some 
fifty years ago. At that time the Dargle 
in Wicklow was, if possible, more popular 
as a holiday resort for trippers than it is 
at present, and ‘‘ Dargle ' had passed 
into popular speech as synonymous with 
‘holiday resort.”’ In the Dublin slang 
of the period a cobbler was known as 4 
‘“waxy.’’ Not being able to get as far 
away from town on their days off as the 
hetter-class Dubliners, who hied them to 
Wicklow, they had to be content with a 
run to Trishtown and the Merrion sands. 
Hence the name.. Easter and Whitsun 
were their principal holidays, Monday 
being the excursion day for the men and 
Tuesday for the women. They drove out 
from town on flat drays like hay floats, 
ten or a dozen passengers to each vehicle. 
Cobblers were an exclusive community in 
Dublin of half a century ago. Derby’s 
Square and Hoey’s Court were their prin- 
cipal quarters; and their hobbies were 
keeping song-birds, cock-fighting and dog- 
fighting. At times their sports were none 
too genteel. I recently met an old bird- 
fancier on the quays who gave me his 
reason for never taking any interest in dog- 
fichts. “ You’d have to be a fighting man 
to keep a fighting dog,”’ he said. 


Another Popular Resort 


The ‘‘ Strawberry Beds ” were another 
very popular resort for Dubliners on 
Sundays. These were the slopes along the 
outside of the Park on the south and 
south-west sides, where the Lucan tram 
runs. The slopes were laid out in 
gardens, and on Sunday afternoons, when 
the crowds assembled to take the air and 
the sun, the proprietors of these gardens 
supplied strawberries and cream at very 
reasonable prices. But, perhaps, the most 
curious of Dublin customs—and one which, 
I believe, has died out entirely for many 
vears—was what was known as taking ' a 
fast one.” Sometimes, indeed, it ended 
up with a ‘‘ quick one; but the two ex- 
pressions are quite independent of. each 
other. Young bloods on a Sunday morn- 
ing, looking for some exeitement, hired a 
jaunting car, and attached themselves to 
a funeral procession on its solemn wav to 
Glasnevin Cemetery, The cars were then 
turned about, and raced at full speed back 
into the city with much shouting and 
rivalry. This informal race was known as 


a “ fast one.”

A NEW SCHOOL 


“The realistic attitude and technical struc- 
ture made familiar by Ibsen became the law,’ 
said Mr. Bugge, " and the dramatic work oí 
three generations of writers was cramped and 
thwarted. It has been a long and a hard 
fight to discover in Norway wre new in 
drama—anything that was not quite definitely 
in the Ibsen mode and the Ibsen tradition. . 
But we believe the fight has now been won, 
and that we have a new school of playwrights 
who will be just as markedly Norwegian as 
was Ibsen, and who will be at the same time 
contributors to the extension of dramatic 
technique. i 

In a way the development of this school 
was assisted by the production of Ibsen's 
first play, ‘‘ Cataline,”’ because in that 

lay there is presented) an aspect of 
bsen that is all too little known. 
Here, as in some other plays, Ibsen 
was the romantic ro expressing a most 
ardent love for matukind. There is the great 
tragic poet Ibsen, it must be remembered, 
as well as the social propagandist and re- 
forming Ibsen; yet it is the reformer who is 
most familiar to the play-going ublic. 

In the great line of tragic plays, Cata- 
line,” “ Peer Gynt,” “ Brand” and “When 
We Dead Awaken,” Ibsen offered love instead 
of hatred. Indeed, it might almost be gaid 
that he used the story of the Cataline con- 
spiracy in his ‘‘ Cataline”’ as the framework 
for a morality. i 4 
“When I staged ‘Cataline’ in Bergen, 
Mr. Bugge concluded, ‘I made the astonish- 
ing discovery that I was assisting in the re- 
covery of a great tragic poet who had been 
averlooked for a long time.” It may be said 
that ‘‘Cataline” was Ibsen’s first play, 
written when he was an apprentice in a 
chemist’s shop in se nos t was. written 
when Ibsen was only about 21 years old, and, 
despite the high hopes entertained for it b 
the poet and his few friends, it was rejec 

by theatrical producers and publishers. More 
than 25 years later, when Ibsen had attained 
to a position of power and influence in the 
theatrical world, ie rewrote the play, and it 
‘is this revised version that has recently been 
presented by Mr. Stein Bugge in Norway 
and London. | 


SIMPLICITY OF FORM 


Turning to matters of general concern in 
the theatre, Mr. Bugge said the drama must 
back to simplicity of form. Tragedy must 
e tragedy and comedy must be comedy; 
there should be no intermingling of the two. 
This is best to be found in the poetic drama, 
and he believes that the poetic drama is on 
the threshold of a renewed vitality every- 
where. 
When I asked whether the “‘ expressionist”’ 
technique had found favour with Norwegian 
dramatists or audiences, Mr. Bugge said: 
“No; so far there has been no expressionist 
drama in Norway, but there has been some 
experimental work in that technique in the 
Swedish theatre, where the German influence 
is stronger. Turning for a moment to the 
marked progress made in the Russian theatre, 
Mr. Bugge remarked that in Russia produc- 
tion methods had been advanced to an 
almost amazing point before the dramatists 
developed the propagandist play under the 
new regime. ' The producers were, there- 
fore, ready,” he said, “to present the most 
unusual types of plays without any effects 
with which the audiences were not familiar.’’ 


THEATRE IN NORWAY 


On the position of the theatre in Norway, 
Mr. Bugge was enlightening. ‘The State 
is very mian nm é disposed towards the 
theatre,” he said, “and recently the Govern- 
ment appointed a special committee to investi- 
gate the condition of the theatre and the 
drama. The result of this investigation is 
that four State theatres will be subsidised, 
and the theatres are situated in all parts of 
the country, One important recommendation 
of this committee is that good plays should 
be taken on tour to the smaller towns and 
villages, which normally have no regular 
theatrical performances, and that more ex- 
tendei use should be made of the radio for 
the diffusion of a knowledge of the plays 
themselves, as well as about the history and 
methods of the theatre. In this way it is 
hoped that a greater interest may be aroused 
and a wider audience cultivated.”” When 1 
inquired about theatrical censorship and State 
control in the theatre, Mr. Bugge assured me 
that there was little or no interference on 
the part of the Government, which at the 
moment is composed of the Socialist Party in 
the Norwegian Parliament. It is of interest, 
however, to know that Mare Connolly's 
famous play, “The Green Pastures,’ is 
banned in Norway, as it. is in England, and 
for the same reasons. 

Coming from London, Mr, Bugge is rather 
enthusiastic about the theatre there, which, 
he thinks, is exceedingly vital. While the 
plays are nothing very remarkable, he found 
the actors entirely worthy of enthusiasm. He - 
is staying in London fo“ a time, ‘and is 
presently engaged in the rehearsal] of a new 
play called ‘* Moonflowers’’ for a Sunday

A friend showed me the other day the 
strangest Bible | have ever seen. It was a 
large volume—larger than any Family 
Bible I have seen. My amazement was 
greater when he told me that this Jarge 
volume was really only one-fifth of the 
complete Bible, as it was published in five 
similar volumes. On inquiring the reason 
for its largeness, I found out that it was 
the famous Polyglott Bible, printed in 
1656. It is of the familiar parallel type-— 
only in this case there are six paralle! 
languages. They are Latin, Greek, Syriac, 
Aramaic, Arabic and Hebrew. The Bible 
was published by subscription, which was 
the usual method in bringing out publica- 
tions up to the nineteenth century. One 
very interesting feature is that it was 
orizutally dedicated to Charles L, but for 
political circumstances with which we are 
familiar that dedication had to be offered 
to Olver Cromwell,

“ Waxy's Dargle" 


A friend of mine has recently given ine 
some information for which I asked in this 
column nearly a year ago. It concerns the 
origin and explanation of ‘the. name, 
‘‘Waxy’s Dargle,’’ by which tie: Sandy- 
mount district was popularly known some 
fifty years ago. At that time the Dargle 
in Wicklow was, if possible, more popular 
as a holiday resort for trippers than it is 
at present, and “ Dargle’’ had passed 
into popular speech as synonymous with 
“holiday resort.’’ In the Dublin slang 
of the period a cobbler was known as 4 
‘“waxy.’’ Not being able to get as far 
away from town on their days off as the 
hetter-class Dubliners, who hied them. to 
Wicklow, they had to be content with a 
run to Trishtown and the Merrion sands. 
Hence the name.. Easter and Whitsun 
were their principal holidays, Monday 
being the excursion day for the men and 
Tuesday for the women. They drove out 
from town on flat drays like hay floats, 
ten or a dozen passengers to each vehicle. 
Cobblers were an exclusive community in 
Dublin of half a century ago. Derby's 
Square and Hoey’s Court were their prin- 
cipal quarters; and their hobbies were 
keeping song-birds, cock-fighting and dog- 
fighting. At times their sports were none 
too genteel. I recently met an old bird- 
fancier on the quays who gave me his 
reason for never taking any interest in dog- 
fichts. ‘* You’d have to be a fighting man 
to keep a fighting dog,” he said. 


Another Popular Resort 


The ‘‘Strawberry Beds”? were another 
very popular resort for Dubliners on 
Sundays. These were the slopes along the 
outside of the Park on the south and 
south-west sides, where the Lucan tram 
runs. The ‘slopes were laid out in 
cardens, and on Sunday afternoons, when 
the crowds assembled to take the air and 
the sun, the proprietors of these gardens 
supplied strawberries and cream at very 
reasonable prices. But, perhaps, the most 
curious of Dublin castoesl- ain one which, 
I believe, has died out entirely for many 
vears—was what was known as taking “a 
fast one.” Sometimes, indeed, it ended 
up with a ‘‘ quick one; but the two ex- 
pressions are quite independent of, each 
other. Young bloods on a Sunday morn- 
ing. looking for some exeitement, hired a 
jaunting car, and attached themselves to 
a funeral procession on its solemn wav to 
Glasnevin Cemetery, The cars were then 
turned about, and raced at full speed back 
into the city with much shouting and 
rivalry. This informal race was known as 
a “ fast one,”

‘The realistic attitude and technical struc- 
ture made familiar by Ibsen became the law,’ 
said Mr. Bugge, “ and the dramatic work oí 
three generations of writers was cramped and 
thwarted. It has been a long and a hard 
fight to discover in Norway ár “8 new iu 
drama—anything that was not quite definitely

in the Ibsen mode and the Ibsen tradition. . 


But we believe the fight has now been won, 
and that we have a new school of playwrights 
who will be just as markedly Norwegian as 
was Ibsen, and who will be at the same time 
contributors to the extension of dramatic 
technique. 

In a way the development of this school 
was assisted by the production of Ibsen's 
first play, ‘‘ Cataline,” because in that 
play there is presented) an aspect of 
Ibsen that is all too little known. 
Here, as in some other plays, Ibsen 
was the romantic poet, expressing a most 
ardent love for mankind. There is the great 
tragic poet Ibsen, it must be remembered, 
as well as the social propagandist and re- 
forming Ibsen; yet it is the reformer who is 
most familiar to the play-going ublic. 

In the great line of tragic plays, ** Cata- 
line,” “ Peer Gynt,” “ Brand” and ‘“When 
We Dead Awaken,” Ibsen offered love instead 
of hatred. Indeed, it might almost be said 
that he used the story of the Cataline con- 
spiracy in his ' Cataline” as the framework 
for a morality. : : a 

“When I staged ‘Cataline’ in Bergen, 
Mr. Bugge concluded, “I made the astonish- 
ing discovery that I was assisting in the re- 
covery of a great tragic poet who had been 
averlooked for a long time.” It may be said 
that ‘‘Cataline” was Ibsen’s first play, 
written when he was an apprentice in & 
chemist’s shop in Bergen. t was_ written 
when Ibsen was only about 21 years old, and, 
despite the high hopes entertained for it by 
the poet and his few friends, it was rejected 
by theatrical producers and publishers. More 
than 25 years later, when Ibsen had attained 
to a position of power and influence in the 
theatrical world, he rewrote the play, and it 
is this revised version that has recently been 
presented by Mr. Stein Bugge in Norway 
and London. 


SIMPLICITY OF FORM 


Turning to matters of general concern in 
the theatre, Mr. Bugge said the drama must 

back to simplicity of form. Tragedy must 
e tragedy and comedy must be comedy; 
there should be no intermingling of the two. 
This is best to be found in the poetic drama, 
and he believes that the poetic drama is on 
the threshold of a renewed vitality every- 
where. 

When I asked whether the ‘‘ expressionist”’ 
technique had found favour with Norwegian 
dramatists or audiences, Mr. Bugae said: 
“No; so far there has been no expressionist 
drama in Norway, but there has been some 
experimental work in that technique in the 
Swedish theatre, where the German influence 
is stronger. ‘Turning for a moment to the 
marked progress made in the Russian theatre, 
Mr. Bugge remarked that in Russia produc- 
tion methods had been advanced to an 
almost amazing point before the dramatists 
developed the propagandist play under the 
new regime. “ The producers were, there- 
fore, ready,” he said, “to present the most 
unusual types of plays without any effects 
with which the audiences were not familiar.” 


THEATRE IN NORWAY 


On the position of the theatre in Norway, 
Mr. Bugge was enlightening, ‘The State 
is very sympathetically disposed towards the 
theatre,” he said, “and recently the Govern- 
ment appointed a special committee to. investi- 
gate the condition of the theatre and the 
drama. The result of this investigation is 
that four State theatres will be subsidised, 
and the theatres are situated in all parts of 
the country. One important recommendation 
of this committee is that good plays should 
be taken on tour to the smaller towns and 
villages, which normally have no regular 
theatrical performances, and that more ex- 
tendeti use should be made of the radio for 
the diffusion of a knowledge of the plays 
themselves, as well as about the history and 
methods of the theatre. In this way it is 
hoped that a greater interest may be aroused 
and a wider audience cultivated.”” When 1 
inquired about theatrical censorship and State 
control in the theatre, Mr. Bugge assured me 
that there was little or no interference on 
the part of the Government, which at the 
moment is composed of the Socialist Party in 
the Norwegian Parliament. It is of interest, 
however, to know that Mare Connolly's 
famous play, ‘The Green Pastures,’’ is 
banned in Norway, as it. is in England, and 
for the same reasons. 

Coming from London, Mr, Bugge is rather 
enthusiastic about the theatre there, which, 
he thinks, is exceedingly vital. While the 
plays are nothing very remarkable, he found 


the actors entirely worthy of enthusiasm. He: 


is staying in London fo“ a time, ‘and is 
presently engaged in the rehearsal of a new 
play called ‘‘ Moonflowers’’ for a Sunday 

rformance. As the founder of the Bergen 

rama Festival, which has attracted much 
attention to that litile town where Ibsen 
fumed in his youth, Mr. Bugge regrets that 
it will not be possible for him to see the 
Abbey and Gate companies.

The work claiming the 
distinction is Bela Bartok’s Cantata pro- 
fana, for chorus, tenor solo, baritone 
solo and orchestra. The music is descrip- 
tive of the old folk legend of ‘‘ The Nine 
Enchanted Stags,’’ wherein a father and 
his nine sons spend their time hunting in 
the forest. Following a giant stag, they 
loose their way, and, by an evil spell, are 
themselves turned into stags. 

The second half of the programme is 
devoted to Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony 
(the Choral). The B.B.C. Choral Society

HOW

HERE is, undoubtedly, much to be said 
in in favour of the modern suburban villa. 
Labour-saving devices and small rooms 
have, to a great extent. done away with the 
servant problem that harassed our parents. 
| Nevertheless, | am convinced that anyone 
who, like myself, was reared in an Irish 
| rectory, can never be really comfortable in 
| cramped surroundings. 
| What houses those Irish rectories were! I 
well remember my father's second rectory in 
Co. Cork. On the day of our arrival, as we 
drove up the avenue, I regarded my future 
home with a mixture of admiration and awe. 
The house was, indeed, a noble pile ; situ- 
ated om high ground, it fairly dominated the 
surrounding country. My mother’s reactions 
viewed the mansion were not quite 
so pleasant—the prospect of furnishing it 
filled her with dismay. The basement, or 
servants’ quarters, contained seven rooms, 
including a wine cellar. As our staff con- 
sisted of one untrained domestic and a garden 
boy, the reader will i ppreciate that the ac- 
commodation in this respect was ample. 
Furthermore, my father, being a strict 
teetotaller, the wine ellar was quite super- 
fluous. The three reception rooms and the 
five bedrooms were large and lofty, while 
one could comfortably stable a coach-and- 
four in the spacious hall.

I have mentioned that our staff consisted 
of one untrained domestic and a garden boy 
The former proved quite unequal to the work 
attached to such a house. e had to look 
elsewhere for assistance, and were unfortu- 
nate in securing the services of Hannah. She 
came to us with excellent references; we 
gathered that her previous employers had 
parted with her only because they were leav- 
ing the country.

METROPOLITAN SCHOOL 


OF ART 


A standing school committee had been set 
up to advise as to the Metropolitan School 
oF Art. It was the considered opinion of 
that committee that the establishment 
of the school on a national rather 
than metropolitan basis was long overdue, 
and that if the school was to carry out its 
function adequately it should be constituted 
as a National College of Art, which should 
grant diplomas in four main schools—(a) de- 
sign and industry; (b) painting; (c) sculp- 
ture ; td) engraving and illustrating. The 
report of the Committee had recommended 


should proceed at once, but that the orga- 
nisation of the school of engraving and 
illustration should be postponed until ex- 
perience had been gained in the working of 
the other three. It was expected that the 
first three of those schools would be in 
agree in October, 1936. next, and that 
the prospectus of the new college would be 
available in May next. The course for the 
diploma would extend over three years. To 
be eligible for the diploma candidates would 
be required to attend for courses of instruc- 
tion dm. gor and to pass the necessary 
sessional examination.

IRISH HISTORY WRITING 


The system of “dr ing*’ the children 
in the Irish langua ale be discontinued, 
The children were being denied the education 
which they ought to get, and, far from pro- 
meting the language, the system was wither; 
ing it. ere was no explanation from the 
Minister that the system of examination 
marking for teaching through the medium of 
Trish was different, or that there was a 
bonus in marks given for answers in the 
Irish language, whether the answers were 
good or bad. There should be an inquiry 
into the position as it was at present, and 
the Department should get the good-will of 
the largest section of the community it could 
command for a noliey to revive the language. 
Mr. DILLON advocated the establishment 
of central schools in the rural districts. A 
sinecure in regard to writing of the histories 
of Irish counties was provided for Father 
O'Flanagan, but he was not aware of any 
qualifications of Father O'Flanagan to write 
history. These books, he considered, were 
unsuitable for any purpose connected with 
the Department of Education, and they ought 
not be made available in Irish for the pro- 
grammes of Irish schools. 

Dr. CORMAC BREATHNACH (F.F., 
Dublin, N.) said that, from the Minister's 
speech, it was obvious that educational 
matters were improving rapidly in the 
country, especially in regard to the replace- 
ment of old schools, which were a disgrace 
to the nation, The granting of old age 
pensions to the grarnd-parents of Irtale-bpeake- 
ing children when they reached their sixty- 
fifth year would be a further aid to the 
maintenance of the Gaeltacht. In regard to 
the Inter-Departmental Committee that had 
been set up to examine the question of the 
school-leaving age, he said that he objected 
to the nature of the committee and to its 
report. It was unfair to ask civil servants 
to undertake such a work, because it was not 
their job.

TEACHERS AND POLITICS 


Mr. G O’SULLIVAN (U.I., Dublin 
County) said that they had come to discuss 
elementary education on the basis of the 
Irish tanguage, and forgot the chief purpose 
of education. They should think more of 
teaching children the Irish language than 
of teaching through the medium of Irish. 
What could a pupil learn through a medium 
which he did not understand, and with which 
he was not in contact? 

He hoped that they would put a stop to 
the habit of teachers referring to political 
matters. It had, he said, come to his know 
ledge that persons who were dead, and 
against whom even the greatest patriot on 
the other side of the House would say 
nothing, had been described as traitors. That. 
was regrettable, and it certainly was not 
education, (bear, hear.) He hoped tha‘ 
every opportunity would be taken to end that 
conduct if their children were to be taught 
citizenship. It would be impossible for their 
children to respect either their teachers or 
their Government if one teacher describe 
the late General Collins as a traitor or i! 
another teacher described President de 
Valera as a traitor. That should be stopped. 
and he hoped the Minister, in all his public 
pronouncements, and the Department and the 
inspectors would do all they could to en‘ 
the practice. 


POLICY OF THE JACKBOOT 


Mr. “{icMENAMIN (U.1., Donegal) aske4 
what method of teaching the Irish languag:= 
was going to make the country Gaelic. The 
policy of the last twelve years was the policy 
of the jackboot, and the country was going 
backward rather than forward in that re- 
spect. At one time the country was Gaelic 
but to-day they were driven back to a narrow 
strip west of the Shannon. Could they not 
proceed. from the West coast eastward in the 
matter of Gaelicising the country’? The real 
question was: Was there any hope of making 
Ireland Gaelic-speaking’? It was pure moon 
shine to suggest that they were making the 
country Gaelic-speaking through the present 
policy. They were to some extent bi-lingual. 
but not Gaelic. 

He referred to the increase in the number 
admitted to reformatory schools, and said 
that the present system of education had 
failed altogether both from the theological 
and civic points of view. It was idle to sug- 
gest that children could be taught by the 
class of forty or fifty.

LORD CRAIGAVON'S 
REPLY TO CRITICS 
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i Te financial arrangements in our 
area are . causin considerable 
anxiety,” declared Mr, T. J. Camp- 

bell, K.C., in the Northern House of 

Commons yesterday, on the second reading 

of the Consolida Fund Bill. 

The people feared that in a short time 
they would be visited by severe burdens of 
rates and taxes, he said. Revaluation was 
now being put into operation, and thousands 
of people all over Northern Ireland would 
have to meet this additional burden. As a 
result of revaluation, taxpayers would pay 
something like £420,000 more per year to the 
British Treasury as property tax; but, as 
against that, they found that the British 
‘lreasury’ would pay subsidies to Northern 
Ireland, according to the Prime Minister 
(Lord Craigavon) of £700,000 for unemploy- 
ment insurance, £288,000 for milk subsidy, 
£377,000 for beef and other subsidies, making 
a total of £1,439,000, so that Great Britain 
would be paying more than £1,000,000 to 
Northern Ireland. The English people were 
finding that partition did not pay. 


MINISTERS’ SALARIES 

Mr. Campbell, proceeling, said that the 
salaries of the Cabinet were fixed at a time 
of plenty, and at a time of “ great expecta- 
tions.” Surely the time had come for some 
revision. If salaries were paid to .the Free 
State Cabinet on the same ratio Mr. de 
Valera ought to be enjoying a salary of 
£10,000. 

Referring to the Irish language Mr. Camp- 
bell said that the Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Education had described it as 
a foreign language. This revealed a pro- 
nouncement that was almost unthinkable, 
Over 10,000 children were learning Irish in 
the primary schools in Northern Iveland— 
over 5,000 of these being in the City of 
Belfast. In addition over i 200 were learning 
the language in the secondary schools. The 
had withdrawn the 
paltry sum of £1,500 as a grant for the 
of Irish. Could pettiness go further 
than that? In Donegal the Free State 
Government spent about £8,000 in grants for 
proficiency in Irish. 

Lord Craigavon, replying, said that it was 
very easy to criticise in regard to Cabinet 
salaries, but many people found that when 
they joined the Government it was no easy 
matter to keep up the position of Cabinet 
Minister on the salary paid. 

Referring to an allegation concerning the 
R.U.C., the Prime Minister said that in the 
early days of the Government a committee, 
on which the Government was not repre- 
sented, had recommended that two-thirds of 
the police force should be Protestant and one- 
third drawn from Roman Catholics. Mr. 
Campbell’s co-religionists had, however, re- 
fused to join the force.

Even 
in the Free State, where Irish was the 
national language, they had to translate 
Irish into English to make it understood by 
half the people.

individual is a sorry commentary on world 
conditions to-day; but there it is. Adolf 
Hitler is the most powerful figure in 
Europe at the moment, and the fate not 
only of Germany, but of the civilised world 
may be decided by his actions in the near 
He, indeed, the whole 
German nation just at present are in a 
dangerous mood. We have no reason to 
doubt his sincerity when he tells his 
colossal audiences that he desires peace ; 
but it must be peace on his own terms. 
The idea of equality has become a fetish 
with him, and through him, with the 
German people. They are inclined to see 
a slight against the German nation in the 
most innocent remark by a non-German 
statesman. While they are in that frame 
of mind wisdom dictates that Europe shall 
bear with them patiently, and it is to be 
hoped earnestly that nothing will be said 
or done outside the frontiers of the Reich 
to encourage their morbid suspicions. It 
is quite clear now that the Germans will 
have nothing to say to the terms of the 
London memorandum, as it stands at pre. 
sent. Herr von Ribbentrop told Mr, Eden 
yesterday that the German troops would 
not be withdrawn from the Rhineland— 
incidentally, the London memorandum 
never suggested that they should be with- 
drawn; that Germany would not negotiate 
with the Locarno Powers on a basis of 
inequality, and that their latest proposals 
were based on a new discrimination against 
the great German people. Reduced to its 
simplest terms, Herr von Ribbentrop’s 
communication to the Foreign Secretary 
means that Germany will not accede to the 
suggestion that a new demilitarised zone 
should be created on her side of the 
frontier. She also will not allow her 
case against the Franco-Soviet pact to be 
taken to the Hague Court. She will make 
counter proposals, thus proving at any 
rate that she is anxious to keep negotia- 
tions in progress ; but so far she has shown 
no sign of anxiety, or even of willingness 
to defer in any way to the wishes of the 
Locarno Powers. 

Next week may be decisive of Europe's 
future. Herr Hitler probably will publish 
his counter-proposals on Tuesday, and it 
is quite certain now that he will expect 
Mr. Eden to play the part of honest broker 
between Germany and France. The out- 
look at the moment is exceedingly bleak. 
France and Belgium both have decided 
that they will refuse to discuss any 
German counter-proposals to the London 
memorandum, taking the view that Ger- 
many is the accused party; that she has 
been convicted by the Council of the League 
of Nations of a definite breach of two 
treaties, and that, therefore, there “can be 
no question of negotiations with her until 
respect for international engagements 
shall have been restored. The British 
Government, it seems, already has had 
official intimation of this attitude from 
Paris and Brussels. France and Belgium 
insist that the position now is precisely 
what it was immediately after the German 
démarche of March 7th, with the sole 
difference that they have secured very 
definite undertakings from Great Britain 
in the meanwhile. Needless to say, they 
both will hold Great Britain to her under: 
takings, and Mr. Eden will find himself 
in an extremely awkward position when 
the Germans demand that their proposals 
shall be discussed. One thing is quite 
certain. Public opinion in Great Britain 
is opposed resolutely to any form of war.

Arms and the Irishman 


Half of yesterday’s proceedings in Dáil 
Eireann was in the Irish language. The 
lead was given by the Minister for 
Defence, who introduced the estimate for 
his department in Irish, His example 
was followed by the Minister for Educa 
tion in a speech that lasted two hours, 
and afterwards—doubtless, because they 
were goaded by a comment from a member 
of the Opposition—many of the Fianna 
Fáil back-benchers proceeded to demon- 
strate just how much Irish they knew. 
The introduction of the Education 
estimate in Irish is part of the Ddil’s short 
tradition and is not, perhaps, inconsistent 
with the nature of a department whose 
prime concern is to encourage the 
language; but we feel that Mr. Aiken’s 
breach with precedent was unwise, and 
ought not to establish a new pre.edent. 
Admittedly, the exploitation of Irish is an 
essential element of the Government’s 
policy. Admittedly, Irish, equally with 
English, is the recognised language ol 
parliamentary business. Nevertheless, it 
is wrong that one of the most important 
votes should be introduced in a language 
which has no meaning for many members 
of Dáil Eireann, and very little’ meaning 
for many others. Parliament is not only 
the people’s mouthpiece, but the medium 
through which it is kept in touch with the 
doings of its Government; and the whole 
conception of a modern Parliament is 
shaken if its business is not intelligible to 
every citizen We can imagine, indeed, 
no better means to destroy whatever little 
power remains in the hands of Dáil 
Eireann than the use of Irish for major 
proceelings. Mr. Aiken’s departure was 
all the more reprehensible because he was 
introducing a vote of very real importance, 
and accompanied its introduction with a 
practical and interesting speech. The 
quality of the Free State Army’s personnel, 
he maintained, but it is 
deficient in up-to-date equipment, in the 
degree of its mechanisation, in transport. 
and in reserves of every kind of war 
material. These deficiencies, Mr. 
Aiken, must be remedied, and are being 
remedied. The Army’s equipment with 
heavy machine guns is virtually complete: 
a start has been made towards its equip 
ment with light machine guns of the most 
eficient pattern. Fighting vehicles are 
being renovated and rearmed. Ong brigade 
of artillery has been provided already 
with guns and a reserve stock of heavy 
ammunition ; the second will be similarly 
provided. Two new and _ up-to-date 
machines are being bought for the Army 
Air Corps; and, generally, every depart- 
ment of the Service is being overhauled. 
We approve this vote and its principle. 
Heaven forbid that the men of the Free 
State Army ever again will be called upon 
to serve against their own countrymen! 
At the present day, however, every nation 
—even the smallest and most remote from 
the sources of war—must be prepared to 
fight in its own defence. The next great 
war will show no concern for neutrals; 
and there is no reason to suppose that the 
danger of another great war is past. 


Road Casualties 


Mr. Hore-Belisha, the British Minister 
of Transport, has been severely criticised 
more than once on the grounds that he has 
allowed zeal to outrun discretion. The 
“ Belisha beacons’ that are bestrewn 
through every English town, the thirty- 
mile-an-hour speed limit in built-up areas, 
and the bewildering array of road signs 
and other special regulations, were all 
his creation, and represent a determined 
effort to reduce the weekly list of traffic 
casualties. The precautions have been so 
many that they may be a little confusing 
both to the motorist and the pedestrian ; 
but the figures issued by the Ministry of 
Transport on Monday show definitely that 
they have been a help rather than a 
hindrance. Its analysis for the past two 
years proves that about 2,000 lives have 
been saved in that period by means of the 
safety measures now in force, and the 
constant appeals for greater care which 
have been made to the public. The reduc- 
tion in deaths and injuries applies to 
almost every large town in Great Britain— 
though it is an ironic chance that 
Plymouth, the Minister’s own constituency, 
actually should have doubled its death- 
roll within the last year. A few other 
towns are in a similar position, but else- 
where the decrease has been so general 
that there can be no doubt as to its cause. 
It is more than a corncidence that the 
improvement should have dated from the 
time that the new regulations were put 
into Íorce, and that it should be most 
marked in the urban districts, where the 
regulations are most severe. Traffic 
casualties still are far too high in Great 
Britain—-in London alone more than a 
thousand persons are killed every year— 
and we doubt whether they can be lowered 
very much until the problem of road 
transport is faced in a really comprehen- 
sive way. In the meantime, however, Mr. 
Hore-Belisha’s remedies are having. their 
effect, and their success prompts us to 
hope that some of them may be copied in 
the larger towne of the Free State.

It has provided medical attention for the 
sick poor; it has given employment to 
several thousand men and women im 
Dublin; it has brought much money into 
our country, and it has provided—three 
times in the year—every ticket-holder with 
dreams pleasurable almost beyond the scope 
of dreams. If the truth were known, we 
all think that this time the incredible will 
happen, although we never have won even 
an egg-beater in a sixpenny raffle; and 
when again and again our ten shillings 
must be written off as a total loss, again 
we find the money to try our luck. Some- 
body, after all, must win; and, after all, 
ten shillings three times a year is not too 
much to pay for those rosy pictures of the 
expensive motor car for which we always 
have longed, the West Indian cruise, the 
new clothes, and the staggering realisation 
that, if we did win £30,000, we should not 
be troubled by economic care for at least 
six months.

‘LONDON LETTER. 


LEAGUE COUNCIL 
ADJOURNS 


69 FLEET STREET, LONDON 


Tuespay Nicur. 

T has been a strange day at St. James's 
I Palace, where the Council of the 
League of Nations held a private sitting 
in the late afternoon before Herr von 
Ribbentrop arrived from Germany with, 
Herr Hitler's reply to the Locarno pro- 
posals. In his absence Germany was repre 
sented by Dr. Dieckhoff, of the Berlin 
Foreign Office, while M. Flandin was no: 
present, as he had already intimated. The 
meeting was a short one, ending in th 
Council’s adjournment sine die to Geneva. 
It is understood that this adjournment is 
pending conclusive results in the negotia- 
tions that are now taking place between 
Germany and the other Locarno Powers, 
and the representatives of these Powers 
are expected to remain in London for th, 
presént. Government circles here insist 
that full consideration will be given to an 
counter-proposals which Germany may 
offer, though they appreciate the fact tl 
such a course may upset French feeling 
seriously. In Paris to-day it was said that 
the. French Government would refuse to 
discuss any counter-proposals from CG 
many. 


France s Representatives 


M. Flandin's action in regard to the 
Locarno White Paper was not altogethe: 
unexpected, since it is quite well known 
that he is extremely nervous about t 
result of the French general election. So 
in a less degree, is M. Paul Boncour, t 
French Minister for the League of Nations, 
who is still in London. It is said that 
both are anxious to secure the post ot! 
Foteign Minister in whatever Government 
may be formed after the election, and th: 
this hope leads them to walk with ti 
utmost circumspection in any question 
affecting France. M. Flandin hardly will 
return to London if he can avoid it, since 
he might have to give way on points in the 
policy towards Germany, which would 
create a very bad effect on the parties of 
the Right in France. M. Paul Boncour. 
who has the support of the Left, wishes 
to leave London with the utmost despat: ‘h, 
and threatens to go with the whole of the 
French delegation to-morrow. He also is 
anxious not to be forced into talking over 
the German counter-proposals, and, pos- 
sibly, into conceding some of their points. 


Fifteen-minute Speeches 


The prospect of a big debate on the 
Locarno White Paper, and the probability 
that most of the time allotted will be 
taken up by members sitting on.the front 
benches on both sides of the House of 
Commons, has given an impetus to a move- 
ment to curtail the length of speeches. 
During the last Parliament a group made 
the self-denying order that no speech made 
by a member should exceed fifteen minutes, 
and those who subscribed to the order 
adhered to their pledge. The example, 
however, was not followed widely. Since 
this voluntary action has proved ineffec- 
tive, it is now suggested that direct action 
and that, when a 
member has spoken for fifteen minutes, 
members shall rise and call the Speaker’s 
attention to the fact. This is not likely 
to help, since there is no Standing Order 
to limit the length of speeches. In the 
circumstances, members are considering 
the possibility of other steps, such as con- 
certed interruption after a fixed period has 
elapsed. Such steps would not apply to 
the party leaders or to members of out- 
standing importance. 


Mr. de Valera 


Mr. de Valera left Victoria this evening 
on his way to Zurich to visit Professor Dr. 
Vogt. Director of the Ophthalmic Clinic of 
the University of Zurich, and a werld- 
famous eye specialist. He is accompanied 
by Mr. Denis Devlin, of the Department oi 
External Affairs, as secretary, and 
Captain Sean Brennan, 1|.:s aide-de-cain)). 
On arrival at Euston he was greeted by 
Mr. John W. Dulanty, the Free State 
High Commissioner, and by Mr. Sean 
Murphy, Assistant Secretary of the De- 
partment of External Affairs, who is on 
holiday in London at present. Mr. de 
Valera told me that he had no statement 
to make. His visit, he said, was a purely 
private one, and he expected to be away 
for five or six days. On the platform at 
Victoria he was greeted by the Marquess 
of Hartington, M.P., who recently suc- 
ceeded Mr. Hacking as Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary for the Dominions, and 
by Rear-Admiral A. Bromley, Ceremonial 
and Reception Secretary of the Dominions 
and Colonial Offices.

Germany's memorandum in reply to the 
proposals of the Locarno Powers was

removed, the German Government decided 
to restore full sovereignty at last over 
the entire German territory.

(ny attempt to initiate the new orgauisa- 
tion in Europe by the old methods of 
a hateful division of nations into those of 
more rights and less rights, into those 
which are discriminated against and those 
who are not, or even into dictating 
nations and subject nations, must lead to 
the same result, viz., that the new order 
will not be better than the old one. 


LEGAL AND ILLEGAL 


In the life of nations dictates and 
treaties are treated differently from a 
legal point of view. For the victor the 
dictate appears to contain a legal tie, but 
the vanquished will always regard it as 
an illegal oppression. Treaties which 
are concluded by partners of equal rights 


from their own will and free convictions 


can alone claim lasting and holy respect 
from those partners. 

The draft proposal submitted to the 
German ‘Government by Mr. Eden lacks 
every condition for the successful or- 
ganisation of a really lasting peace, be- 
cause it is, in the first place, based on 
a new discrimination unbearable for a 
great nation, and on the renewed attempt 
to anchor it from the outset on the in- 
equality of Germany with regard to other 
States.

‘ nations, and their political and economic 


leaders, have been given the feeling of 
unconditional and lasting security. 

This security can only lie, however, in 
the stability of peace which is guaranteed 


for a long time. The German Government 


does not deny that, for its part, it attaches 
more value to this peace as one of the 
safest foundations for the recovery of the 
prosperity of the nations than it attaches 
to any assistances, supports or any 
means to lessen the burdens which are 
negotiated in economic conferences. 

If the German Government is compelled 
to reject the proposals submitted to it for 
a draft of a pact of the Locarno Powers 
in all those points which affect the honour 
and equality of the German nation, the 
German Government, nevertheless, believes 
—recognising its responsibility for the fate 
of the European nations—that it must 
follow the suggestions of the British 
Government to contribute to a solution of 
these European questions by submitting 
for its part possible new proposals. 

The German Government, therefore, 
would not like to discuss in detail in this 
document the points it rejects. It would 
like to reserve this for a later date, in 
order to connect its attitude of refusal with 
a new and detailed proposal for the over- 
coming of the European crisis which it is 
determined to prepare,

ADMIRAL SHOT 
* DEAD 


MYSTERY VISIT TO 
HIS HOUSE

SKIBBEREEN, Wednesday Morning. 


Vice-Admiral Henry Boyle Somerville, 
of Castletownshend, Co. Cork, was shot 
dead in his home last night, evidently in 
an encounter with an unknown man, who, 
with a number of others, is alleged to 
have driven up to the house in a car, 
which disappeared immediately after the 
shooting. 

The sensational affair was broadcast to 
all police barracks in the county at mid- 
night, and a wide search for the car 
involved began immediately. 

Up to an early hour this morning no 
arrests had been reported. 

Aged 73 years, the deceased Vice- 
Admiral had a brilliant career in the 
Navy. 


MEN IN A CAR 


Another report states that the tragedy 
occurred about nine o'clock, when, it is 
believed, a motor carrying a number of 
men men drove up to the door of Point 
House, and one of the men alighted and 
entered the house. He left hurriedly 
shortly afterwards, and some minutes later 
Vice-Admiral Somerville was found dead 
in one of the rooms. 

Civic Guards were summoned imme. 
diately and an intense search of the 
district and grounds of the house began, 
but no result of the search had been 
reported up to a late hour this morning. 
Motor cars in the vicinity were stopped 
and their occupants were questioned. 

A message was sent to all Civic Guard 
stations, and the search became general, 
cars in all the towns within a wide radius 
being stopped and the drivers questioned. 

When the tragedy was discovered medical 
aid was summoned, but it was found that 


| 
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the Vice-Admiral was dead. The members 
of his family who reside in the district 
were immediately called to the house. 


THE VICE-ADMIRAL’S 
CAREER 

Vice-Admiral Henry Boyle Townshend 
Somerville, C.M.G. (retired) was born at 
Castletownshend, County Cork, on Sep- 
tember 7, 1863, and was the son of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Thomas Henry Somerville, 
late The Buffs and 68th Regiment, and 
Adelaide, daughter of Admiral Sir Josiah 
Coghill, Bart. Educated at the Academy, 
Gosport, and on board H.M.S. Britannia, 
he entered the Royal Navy. He served on 
H.M.S. Shannon during the Chilean- 
Peruvian War of 1880; on the Agincourt 
in the lst Egyptian War (1882) and on the 
Audacious and Heroine in Chinese waters 
from 1884 to 1888. A period with the 
Hydrographic Surveying Service in Aus- 
tralia and the Western Pacific Ocean was 
followed by his connection with H.M.S. 
Egeriasfrom 1897 to 1900, and by various 
apelis of survey work, which occupied him 
up to the time of the Great War. 


THE GREAT WAR 


From 1914 to 1916 the Vice-Admiral 
was in command of ‘His Majesty’s 
ships Victorian, Argonaut, Amphitrite, 
and King Alfred in the North 
Atlantic Patrol (10th Cruiser Squadron). 
In 1917 he was in H.M.S. Devonshire as 
senior naval officer, Halifax, Canada, and 
engaged in convoy service between America 
and England, being subsequently at the 
Admiralty, and was created C.M.G. and 
officier de la legion d'honneur. 

He retired in 1919 and had been after- 
wards employed at the Hvdrographic 
Department of the Admiralty and as 
Chairman of the Admiralty Tidal Com 
mittee. 

He had published numerous. works, 
among them being a dictionary of lan- 
guages in New Hebrides and in New 
Georgia, Solomon Islands; a Catalogue of 
850 Stars for use by Seamen (Admiralty) : 
Ocean Pasasges for the World (published 
bv the Admiralty in January, 1924; the 
Chartmakers, 1928; various papers in 
Anthropological and Antiquarian Journals 
and articles in Blackwood’s Magazine. He 
married, in 1896. Helen Mabel. daughter 
of Sir George Wigram Allen, K.C.M.G., 
and had three sons and one daughter. 


THIRTY-THREE 
KILLED 


JIJIGA BOMBED 
AGAIN 


Press AssocraTion War Special, 


IJIGA was bombed again by Italian 

‘planes yesterday morning, for the 
third time in three days. For two hours 
more than twenty "planes showered ex- 
plosives upon the town and surrounding 
villages. The extent of the destruction is 
not known, but in view of the recent grim 
warnings given to the inhabitants it may 
be presumed that there were few casualties. 

An unconfirmed report from Berbera 
says that the total casualties in the air 
raids of Sunday and Monday were 33 dead 
and 140 wounded—about twice the number 
officially admitted. 

It is presumed this persistent bombing 
of Jijigi is due mainly to the desire of 
the Italians to check the flow of munitions 
through the town by the motor road from 
Berbera. This is now the main artery for 
Abyssinian supplies since the French have 
virtually prohibited the import of war 
material over the Djibouti-Addis Ababa 
railway. 

Jijiga is also the military headquarters 
of General Nasibu, commanding the south- 
eastern front, and his Turkish adviser, 
General Wahib Pasha. 

The Abyssinian anti-aircraft artillery, 
limited to machine-guns and small Swiss 
pom-poms, appears to have done little or 
no damage to the raiders. However, 
Marshal Badolgio reports yesterday that 
one bomber on the northern front crashed 
while taking off and that the crew of four 
were killed. 

According to a report received in Addis 
Ababa, Italian "planes have brought un- 
witting support to the Emperor’s troops 
in the Gojjam district, where a revolt of 
tribesmen has only recently been sup- 

ressed. It is stated that the ‘planes 

ropped four machine guns and 10,000 
rounds of ammunition attached to 

arachutes for the use of what they 
believed to be a band of rebels below. 
Unfortunately for the plan, the rebels 
were Government troops who received this 
unexpected . gift from their enemy with 
oy. 

: The increasing use of mustard and 
poison gas by the Italians, against which | 
the roe ot Government recently pro- 
tested to the foreign Legations and to the 
League, has caused alarm and indigna- 
tion among the Abyssinians, who have 
very few efficient gas masks. Now the 
Ethiopian Women’s War Work Associa- 
tion has given up: all its other activities 
to turn out make-shift gas masks. The 
masks being made resemble those used 
in the early days of gas warfare by the

MR. DERRIG’S TWO 
HOURS’ SPEECH

S the Minister for Defence began in 
Irish his introduction to the Army 
estimate—an innovation—Deputy Dillon 
leant forward from the Opposition Front 
Bench in the utmost consternation. Mouth 
open, and one hand cupping his ear, he 
listened rapt to Mr. Aiken. Suddeniy 
he raised his eyebrows sharply, smiled, 
and sank back in his seat, never more to 
rise during the course of the speech. You 
might nave thought almost that Mr. Aiken 
had been guilty of some error of inflexion, 
or even of conjugation; and you would 
have beer perfectly certain that something 
like that had happened when Sir Osmonde 
Esmonde said “. . . a carefully- 
laboured, long-drawn-out, boring state- 
ment in ungrammatical and badly pro- 
nounced Civil Service Irish ” when he 
later ventured to address the House on 
the subject of the Minister for Defence 
and his Department. 

The suspicion would have been 
strengthened further by Deputy Dillon's 
surprise at Mr Aiken’s courage in under- 
taking “what appeared to be for him 4 
heavy burden in reading his statement 
from an Irish text—a language which the 
Minister clearly does not know, and in 
which he finds the greatest possible diffi- 
culty in expressing himself.” Mr. Aiken, 
with the spoken word, has very little 
fortune these days. 


MORE AMMUNITION 


During the course of the Army estimate 
debate the Opposition could find no good 
reason for the mcrease of £71,000 in pur- 
chasing ammunition; for the Volunteer 
Force; or for any attempt on our part to 
defend our own shores. The British Army, 
Navy and Air Force would attend to that ; 
and without their assistance the Irish 
Free State would be as well off guarded 
single-handed by Mr. Aiken. Sir Osmonde 
Esmonde did suggest that by agreement 
with Great Britain the £5,000,000 we send 
them annually might be used in the future 
to strengthen our defences; but nobo-ly 
cheered Sir Osmonde also complained of 
the miserly allowance granted to members 
of the Army jumping team. 

Just before Mr. Aiken rose to conclude 
Deputy Mulcahy put to him several 
questions in Irish; and the Minister shot 
a glance at the Opposition Front Bench. 
The uncharitable might have suspected 
that the General was putting Mr. Aiken 
through his Irish paces, and that Mr. 
Aiken considered it poor taste; but in 
actual fact deputy and Minister enjoyed 
a brisk argument for a good five minutes 
in the mother tongue. Each of them 
showed ability. 

Subsequently, Mr. Aiken explained that 
in matters attendant upon this estimate 
he preferred to listen to the advice of his 
military experts rather than to anything 
Deputy Dillon might say. The additional 
expenditure was hecessary to modernisa 
our Army equipment, and, if the people 
were determined to resist invasion, and 
had a well-trained army to assist them, 
then the invaders, if ever they did 
manage to land, ‘‘might be jolly well 
glad to get out again.” On this note of 
boyish enthusiasm the Minister for De- 
fence pretty well concluded his remarks. 


TWO HOURS OF IRISH 


Next.came the Army Pensions estimate, 
and then the estimate for Education, I'll 
say straight out I was present for the 
last ten minutes of Mr. Derrig’s two-hour 
introduction in Irish, and thus derived 
some comfort from Deputy Dillon’s state- 
ment that the thing was “a howling 
farce."’ “Is there any legislative 
assembly in the world—and I don’t ex- 
clude darkest Africa—where a Minister 
would speak for two hours in the certain 
knowledge that not more than three de- 
puties in the House would understand 
him? ” asked Deputy Dillon. 

He held up a huge wad of paper—the 
translation. ‘‘I have here a piebald 
document, of which the first five pages 
are in English; then ten in Irish, ii 
in English, five in Irish, one in English, 
two in Irish, twenty-one in English, and, 
finally, three in Irish. The Minister has 
been hopping paragraphs.”’ 


THE “ PESTS” 


During the course of his speech Deputy 
Dillon became quite violent on the 
absurdity of teaching young children in a 
language that they did not understand ; 
and this protest was echoed by all his 
followers—all, that is, who attended the 
discussion. Six was a fair average. ‘lhe 
Government side, however, was fairly full 
throughout the evening, and those of them 
who were competent to do so offered their 
opinions in Irish. As a matter of fact, I 
have never heard so much Irish spoken 
in the one session before. 

It seemed to Deputy Dillon that the 
methods of Fianna Fail were. going the 
right way to destroy for ever all hope of a 
Gaelic revival. Now only job hunters 
were learning the language. All pride in 
a knowledge of it had dd: ~»eared. Deputy 
Dillon pictured “Gaels and Fianna 
Failers’’ as “the narrow-minded pests 
with which the country is afflicted ;” and 
the Government back benche rocked with 
laughter. 

The Minister for Education still has to 
make his concluding remarks; but fer all 
practical purposes the es‘imate for his De- 
partment is disposed of for another year. 
And having engineered this opportunity 
with an elephantine delicacy of touch I 
shall say: “ Go mbetrimid beó ar an am 
seo arís”; and it will bear the closest 
scrutiny. A howling farce, indeed!

MAY SAIL ON TRIALS 


The King may sail with the 
Queen Mary when she sets out on 
her trials next month. It was 
learned last night that a plan for 
the King to go .aboard the ship 
when she leaves Southampton to 
undergo her trials off the West 
coast of Scotland is being con- 
sidered. When he went over the 
liner earlier this month King 
Edward told Sir Percy Bates, of 
the Cunard-White Star, and other 
officials, that he hoped very much 
to spend some time aboard the 
Queen Mary before she sailed for 
America, and this plan is the 
outcome.

One incident provided remarkable evi 
dence of the way in which the problem 
of vibration has been solved in the Queen 
Mary. When she was being eased off the 
mud the vibration was so slight that 
hardly anyone on board knew that the 
engines had been set at full speed astern. 
The only evidence of it was the terrific 
wave thrown up by the propellers.

The Queen Mary was piloted by two 
of the most experienced of Clyde pilots 
Captain Duncan Cameron, with Captain 
John Murchie as second in command 
while the Commodore of the Cunard 
White Star Line (Sir Edgar Britten) was 
on the bridge.

MINISTERS

The Times observes to-day in an editorial 
article:—Mr. Maclay is to be congratulated 
in having used his good fortune in the ballot 
to call attention this afternoon to the 
question of Ministers’ salaries. Some 
rectification of the many existing anomalies 
both in the salaries of Ministers and in the 
relative status of Departments, is long 
overdue. The reports of the Select Com 
mittees of 1920 and 1930 have been 
followed by no action whatever—in both 
cases largely because a subsequent period 
of enforced economy gave an excuse to the 
Governments of the day for avoiding a 
delicate task. But reluctance to face it, 
however honourable in motive, has become 
by this time the condonation of what is 
little short of a scandal. Since the days 
of Belisarius it has been a matter of deep 
reproach when any great nation shows 
itself incapable of the proper treatment of 
its chief public servants, and this reproach 
can now be levied against our own country. 
Nothing could be more appropriate than 
the initiation of to-day’s debate by the 
member for Paisley, a constituency so 
closely connected with the late Lord 
Oxford, who was the most recent example 
of the fact that British Prime Ministers 
are not paid enough to prevent them from 
leaving office poorer than when they attained 
it, and that they are not equipped with 
any provision which, if they are poor men, 
can relieve them from financial embar- 
rassment in Opposition or in retirement. 

Anomaly of the Prime Minister’s 
remuneration is, however, only the most 
flagrant of many anomalies—Ministerial 
salaries vary without regard to the present 
status of Departments or to the present 
degree of responsibility of Ministers. For 
example, the air is now recognised to play 
at least an equal part with the land and 
the sea in the scheme of national defence, 
and yet the Secretary of State for Air is 
paid less than the heads of the War Office 
and of the Admiralty.

The Association was convinced that until 
the efforts of the progressive growers were 
supported by far-reaching legislation, it was 
futile to make any further attempt to 
organise the industry. The Association re- 
commended that a national mark be adopted 
for all fruit, and that all graded apples be 
wrapped in printed tissue wrappers and 
packed in uniform packages of two or three 
kinds to suit market ‘requirements. All 
growers of fruit should be obliged to regis- 
ter with a central authority, such as a 
Marketing Board As the apple crop was 
the chief Irish fruit crop, it should be the 
basis of any scheme for the organisation of 
the whole fruit industry. Apple packing 
stations should be set up in the followin 
districts :—Dublin, Kilkenny, Clonmel, 
Waterford, Cork, Limerick, Mountbellew, 
Cootehill. and some members favoured 
Kerry. The establishment of the packing 
stations would not necessarily interfere with 
the Dublin market, but they would tend to 
stabilise prices. 


DUBLIN MARKET 
The Chairman remarked that the Dublin 


market was not as bad as painted. Growers 
in many cases had contributed largely to 
their ewn downfall The Dublin market 
would get the price for the fruit, having re- 
gard to the demand and supply.

A central cider factory should 
also be established, and operated indepen- 
dently of the packing stations. 

The money to finance the packing stations. 
the witness said, should be provided, in the 
first instance, by the State on loan at a low 
rate of interest. The Marketing Board for 
the first three years should be nominated by 
the Ministers of Agriculture and Finance. 
After three years the members of it could be 
elected by the registered producers. Certain 
foreign fruits could bear an import duty. 
Vegetables could, likewise, be marketed from 
the fruit packing stations. 


HALF YEAR’S SUPPLY 


In answer to Professor Whelehan, the 
witness said that, as things had gone in the 
past, growers of dessert apples could supply 
the Free State market up to the dst of 
November from the mid of August. But, 
if they were provided witha better marketing 
system, and pilfering of orchards was pre- 
vented, without planting an additional tree, 
his Association was satisfied that Irish 
growers could supply the market demands for 
dessert apples until Christmas.

Until about two 
seasons ago the price obtained was: about 
ód, per lb. from the members of the jam 
ring. Then an outside firm paid 50s, per 
cwt.—over Sd. per lb. That put up the rice 
to the ring, and 5d. per Ib. was paid last 
year. The growing of black currants was 
not economic at less than 5d. per lb. At 
this price it worked out at a profit of £15 
per acre. 

Mr. W. Allan-Smyth, Boyle, said that he 
was a grower of cookmg apples on about 
10 statute acres, and 90 per cent. of his 
crop was sold in Dublin direct to the 
customers or on the market. The average 
nett profit per acre for the last five years 
was £17 18s. 4d. In 1931-32 there was a 
serious loss. There should be compulsory 
spraying for fruit-trees, and commercial 
orchards should not be under three or four 
acres.

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ARCHDEACON WILLIAMS 

The Venerable David Williams, Archdeacon 
of Cardigan, died at his home at Aberystwyth 
last night, aged 735. He was ordained in 
i888, and early in his career held curacies 
successively at Stella, Co. Durham, and at 
Holy Trinity, Swanseas In 1895 he became 
Vicar of Clydach and nine years later was 
appointed Vicar of Liangyfelach. In 1918 he 
became Vicar of St. Michael’s, Aberystwyth, 
and in the same year was appointed Preben- 
dary of Mathry in St. David’s Cathedral, In 
1928 he was appointed Archdeacon of Cardi- 
gan and Rural Dean of Lianbadarn. He 
took great interest in social work and in the 
life of the people, and at the time of his 
death was chairman of the Juvenile Advisory 
Committee of Aberystwyth. 


SIR F. C. BOWRING 

Sir Frederick Charles Bowring, who was 
twice Lord Mayor of Liverpool, and one of 
the leading personalities in British shipping 
circles, died yesterday at his residence in 
Liverpool, He was in his eightieth year, 
and had been in failing health for two and a 
half years. 

Sir Frederick, who was the only Liverpool! 
man to hold the office of Lord Mayor of that 
city for two successive years, was born at 
St. John’s, Newfoundland. He was Chairman 
of Messrs. Bowring and Co., shipowners and 
merchants, and was also a director of the 
Liverpool and London and Globe Insurance 
Company, Ltd., and a member of the Liver.

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Rice, Mr. O'Neill began as a writer of 
straightforward drama—one almost had said 
melodrama—and his early one-act plays show 
x vigour and a perfection of form that any 
dramatist might envy. It may be wrong to 
suggest that he would have done better if he 
had continued to stoop to what he under- 
stood so well, though certainly it is a matter 
for argument whether his later experimenis 
in style, and his advantures into wide and 
rather vague fields of thought, have been 
really successful. One feels that both ire 
and Mr. Rice have been searching con- 
scientiously for something really significant 
to say, and (to change the metaphor) have 
got out of their depth. 

That tendency was quite apparent two 
years ago, when “ Days Without End” was 
produced at the Abbey; for, although the 
play dealt with large matters, it was banal 
and unconvincing. ‘* Days Without End,” 
however, did show that the author had al- 
most made a full circle, after so many experi- 
ments in thought and in dramatic form. In 
it there was the hint of a return to some of 
the old simplicity, and “ Ah, Wilderness !’’ 
shows Mr. O'Neill almost home again. 
Again, he turns to himself for his theme, but 
on this occasion he is not trying to justify 
his religious beliefs or his attitude towards 
life in general. He is not trying to prove 
anything—he is in a reflective mood, and 
the mood has called up a picture of himself 
as a young man before all these adventures 
of the mind began, 

The simplicity of “Ah, Wilderness!” 
makes it one of the most satisfying of Mr. 
O’Neill’s later plays. The idea of the pot 
can be outlined in a few words—it is merely 
the story of a youth who goes out and gets 
extremely drunk because he feels that the 
young lady across the way no longer loves 
him. But around this small absurdity Mr. 
O'Neill has allowed his recollection full play, 
and the result is a picture of American 
middle-class life which is amazingly vivid, 
and a study of character which leaves very 
few things about callow youth unsaid. . 

Richard Miller, one is almost certain, is 
a humorous and fairly accurate version of 
the young Eugene O'Neill. At seventeen or 
so, he is an intellectual in embryo, his mind 
already filled with a thirst for cultural 
knowledge and a somewhat half-baked selec- 
tion of gleanings from Swinburne, Bernard 
Shaw and Kari Marx. It is delightful to 
watch him as he expounds his rrowed 
thoughts, trying valiantly at the same time 
to make them his own and to form his own 
course of action upon them, Richard, in- 
deed, is the type of every young man of 
seventeen who has just made the great and 
exciting discovery that literature exists—and 
who, as a first consequence, has enrolled 
himself in the ranks of the intellectual rebels, 
and has become drunk on two bottles of 
Bass because he finds that life is a hollow 
farce. This conclusion, in Richard’s case, 
was the result of old Mr. McComber’s 
temporary decision that a young fellow who 
wrote such very odd letters ought to keep 
away from his daughter. But it was enough. 
“Out with me then, into the night!” ex- 
claims Richard, and _ returns after a re- 
grettable evening in a seaside hotel to be 
well scolded by his parents. Mr. O’Naill, 
however, smiles a little sadly when he thinks 
of this age, which was so ridiculous and yet 
so innocent and fresh, and he can only 
conclude that, although spring has gone, 
autumn has its virtues, too. 

The play is so striking a portrait of a 
young American in an American family that 
one tends to notice one thing which must be 
inevitable in an Irish production—the absence 
of the American accent. It could not be 
helped, but the Gate’s production certainly 
reminds one of the absence again and again, 
especially in the early acts, where the differ 
ence between idiom and inflection is very 
marked. As the play proceeds, however, one 
forgets the difference, and, apart from this 
om an occasional slowness in pace, the pro 
duction is very good. 

As for the acting, Cyril Cusack had one or 
two moments of weakness, but on the whole 
he gave a most intelligent and lively study 
of Richard, and this part, the most important 
in the play, could not have gone to a man 
more capable of filling it. Ann Penhallow 
and Fred Johnson, in Mr. O’Neill’s sympa- 
thetic and half-humorous version of the 
parents, were also very good, the former espe- 
cially so. Edward Lexy, as the incorrigibly 
drunken uncle, was most amusing, though 
the most amusing scene of all, at the dinner 
table, was ''masked '” from a large section 
of the audience by faulty grouping. Eileen 
Ashe did very well in an unfamiliar type of 
part, and, among the smaller rdéles, great 
praise is due to Margot Harlow for her really 
extellent sketch of a demt-mondaine. 
Clodagh Garrett, Sheila May and John White 
were also good.
